Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to claim 1 of the present application, 
Applicant asserts that the "features" shown by Farag "are not identified separately in the image and cannot be used as characteristics for 
any search in the database." Applicant then explains that the "dental data information of the real teeth as images in the digitized form 
goes beyond any administrative information (page 6, paragraph 5)." However, Examiner does not understand Applicant's arguments 
insofar as claim 1 is explicitly directed to a database for the storage of data - not to the way that such data is stored, retrieved and/or 
processed. Applicant then alleges that the Farag reference "does not disclose a database with identified tooth-specific structures, but only 
discloses storage of 3-D images (page 7, lines 5-7)." Again, however, Examiner does not understand Applicant's argument insofar that 
Applicant had previously admitted that the Farag reference does indeed show specific features from the 3-D image (see page 6, lines 28- 
29). Examiner further notes that paragraph 0038 of Farag explicitly discloses that the dental data can be stored in a database. Lastly, 
Examiner reminds Applicant that a proper rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 does not require the anticipating reference to teach any particular 
advantage of using the claimed device. 
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
